There is an increased birthrate, for one thing. And, incidentally, 


there are definite commercial benefits accruing from the in­ 
creased needs of young couples. 


Even waving aside its commercial aspects,* the trend is 


most encouraging. The repeated postponem ent of marriages in 
the last five years constituted one of the great silent tragedies 
of the depression. 


The return to normalcy, so to speak, is very welcome.

It is with considerable interest, therefore, that the motoring popula­ 
tion will watch the experiment soon to begin in Wisconsin, where trucks 
are to be barred from the highways over week-ends.

MORE JOY IN RUSSIA 


It is with almost bewildering swiftness that bits of news come 
from Soviet Russia significant of great changes in the mental attitude 
of the people, whose natural instincts have so long been repressed by 
the rigid regime of the nation’s rulers. 
Particularly illuminating were the newTs reports of the resurgence 
of the spirit of religious devotion as manifested through the crowding 
of churches which Stalin’s government permitted to be open on Easter 
Sunday. 
For seventeen years every governmental policy in Russia has 
been designed to obliterate the spirit of religion from the hearts of the 
Russian people. 
Of a more trivial character but significant, none the less, is the 
news report from Moscow telling how Stalin was surrounded by three 
thousand wfomen, the wives and children of industrial plant managers, 
W'ho sang gay songs in his honor and show'ered him with flowers.

Correspondent 
WASHINGTON, May 25,—The si­ 
lence that has enshrouded the con­ 
gressional committee investigating 
the Townsend Old Age Pension 
movement since its “Messiah,” Dr. 
Francis E. Townsend, stalked from 
the hearing in angry defiance, was 
shattered today as James R. Sulli­ 
van, committee prosecutor, fired an 
accusative broadside at the fleeing 
pensionite. 
Fretting at the committee’s delay 
in asking the house to cite the 70- 
year-old California doctor for con­ 
tempt, Sullivan charged Townsend’s 
walkout was “part of a conspiracy” 
to obtain funds to replenish a 
dwindling treasury and accused him 
of “deception” in his federal income 
tax return. 
Startling Accusations 
Other startling accusations by 
Sullivan included: 
1. That because of committee 
revelations that Townsend had so­ 
licited a congressional lobbying fund 
from his aged supporters under cir­ 
cumstances Sullivan branded as use 
of the mails to defraud, and “other 
devastating exposures,” Townsend 
was afraid to submit to further 
questioning. 
2. That Townsend’s n a t i o n a l ' 
weekly has advertised communistic ' 
doctrines. 
3. That Townsend has dared the 
committee to have him tried for 
contempt in order to make him a 
martyr in a “ruse” whereby con­ 
gress can be used as a sounding 
board for his profitable dreams.” 
As Sullivan assailed Dr. Town­ 
send, it was learned the Post Of- j 
fice Department is prepared to in­ 
vestigate the mail fraud charges on | 
the committee’s request with the j 
possibility that either Dr. Townsend j 
or some of his lieutenants might 
face criminal proceedings. 
A post office department spokes-j 
man said: 
“Chairman Bell has been in- ! 
formed that the inspection division 
is ready to proceed with an investi­ 
gation whenever his committee sub­ 
mits any evidence of irregularities.’’ 
The committee, it was learned, 
will ask the house to cite Townsend 
for contempt and Speaker Byrns 
predicted the house would vote the 
citation. 
To Meet Tuesday 
The committee will meet Tuesday 
to decide whether to ask trial by 
the house or in the district court. 
Administration 
leaders insist 
on 
trial in the court as house action 
would delay adjournment of con­ 
gress and also put the house on the 
spot by making individual members 
declare Townsend “guilty” or “not 
guilty.” 
The pension leader, from his Bal­ 
timore refuge, declared the com­ 
mittee in the two and a half days 
of questioning him had had “ample 
time” to present their case. 
He clung firmly to his declara­ 
tion that he would “rot in jail” 
before he would again appear be­ 
fore the committee. 
Despite an appeal by Townsend 
to five lieutenants to follow his 
course of defiance and refuse to 
answer committee subpoenas, one 
of them, Dr. Clinton Wunder, of 
New York, eastern regional m an­ 
ager, informed Bell he would be 
ready to answer questions. 
Sullivan also declared he would 
read into the committee records 
further evidence to support his con­ 
tention that the Townsend Old Age 
Pension movement is a “racket” and 
that the promise of $200 a month 
pensions is being used to delude the 
old folks into contributing funds to 
make Townsend and his associates 
rich. 
“If he returns for questioning he 
will be confronted with such docu-1 
mentary proof, which he cannot 
deny, that his fantastic stories in ! 
the past will not stand,” said Sul 
livan.

It is important that the foal stand 
and nurse within a few hours after 
birth. 
Some awkward foals may 
need help. It may be necessary in 
some cases to draw milk from the 
mare’s udder and use a bottle and 
nipple to induce the foal to start 
nursing. 
The mare should be given water 
that is not too cold. The feed the 
first day should be a bran mash or 
oats and bran in about half a nor­ 
mal ration. 
Get the mare back to 
normal feed gradually until she is 
on full feed in a week or 10 days if 
working. 
When too much milk causes the 
foal to have diarrhea, give the mare 
a smaller ration of dry feed or hand- 
milk a portion of the mare’s milk.

Exceptionally high ceilings are a 
characteristic of many old houses. 
The rooms seem to be stiff and for­ 
mal and so, to obtain a more cozy 
and homelike room, attention again 
is turned to curtains to accomplish 
the task. A high ceiling will seem 
lower if the curtains are brought 
down as far as possible on the top 
window frame. 
A valance of the 
same material as the curtain or a 
valance and over-draperies help to 
accomplish the same purpose. Cur­ 
tains hung out over the side frames 
of the •window will increase the ap­ 
parent width of the window. 
To 
make a wide window seem narrow 
the curtain may be hung to expose 
the frame. 
Types of materials also alter the 
appearance of the windows. 
Soft, 
sheer plain materials, such as voile, 
marquisette, fine nets and theatri­ 
cal gauze, fall in soft straight folds 
and will not exclude too much light, 
yet will soften the lines of the win­ 
dow' and add w'armth and hominess 
to a room. Over-draperies are used 
too frequently. 
They give the ap­ 
pearance of filling up the room and 
often shut out too much light. 
Similar window treatment should 
be used throughout the house to 
give a more pleasing appearance 
from the outside . Since the lines 
of most houses are straight, the 
curtains should hang straight. How­ 
ever, there are some houses where 
tie-back curtains give a more home­ 
like appearance.

He was accompanied to the 
air by the Rev. C. F. Lauer, the 
prison chaplain, who intoned the 
23rd psalm, the Rev. С. T. View, 
who assisted. 
Repeats Words Of Psalm 
Even as the 
death 
mask 
was 
placed over Thompson’s head, he 
responded with the words of 
the 
psalm. 
“Yea, though I walk through the 
valley of the shadow 
” Thomp­ 
son prayed as the current cut off 
his words. 
The ministers had already begun 
their benediction when one of the 
physicians applied a stethescope to 
Thompson’s bared chest. 
"No,” he signaled 
Elliott 
and 
again the current was sent surging 
through the man’s body. 
Never once during his stay at the 
penitentiary did Thompson 
turn 
from his Bible. He ate the regular 
prison fare for his last meal. Of­ 
ficials said he was a model prisoner 
and that few men had faced the 
chair with such resignation. 
Mrs. Hoopes was 
killed 
when 
Thompson fired blindly through the 
door of a closet in which she hid af­ 
ter detecting the "cgro robbing her 
home. Thompson was denied a new 
trial by the state supreme court and 
the pardon board refused him clem­ 
ency.

Previously the six tribes had 
sold other parts of Pennsylvania to 
William Penn and his heirs. 
At Stanwix, the representatives 
making the treaty paid the Indians 
$5,000 for an area of 13,550 square 
miles. From this purchase the fol­ 
lowing counties were formed: Law­ 
rence, Butler, McKean, Potter, M er­ 
cer, Clarion, Elk, Tioga, Crawford, 
Forest, Jefferson, Venango, W arren, 
Cameron, and parte of Erie, Clear­ 
field, Allegheny, Bradford, Indiana, 
Lycoming, Armstrong, Clinton and 
Beaver.
